American Falls, Nov. 24. — The 
cowboys had a dance hero last night, 
iind the survivors have been around to- 
day making a mental survey of the 
casualties. As cowboy dances go, the 
carnage wan not great, only one man 
being killed and four wounded. The 
dead man hits already been buried, and 
the Wounded are doing as well as 
could be expected, and before many 
day.', have passed will he around as full 
of life and innocent sport as ever. 

The preparations for a cowboy dance 
are, as a rule., quito as interesting and 
fully as dangerous to life and limb. as 
the dance itself, and for that reason it 
may be well to describe some of the 
incidents of the day preceding the 
opening Boiree of the season. The 
boys gathered early in the day and 
made several raids on the dispensers 
of bugle paint. Things went smoothly 
unt il about tho middle of the afternoon, 
when ; travelling man arrived in town. 
Seme of the old heads expected trouble 
the minute ho appeared, for the boys 
were in a humorous mood, and ready 
for any sort of fun. The travelling 
man went to the tavern and did not 
appear again until 5 o'c'ock, when he 
was spied walking down the street 
wearing a silk hat. Cold chills ran up 
tho backs of t'je ancient citizens, and 
the tavern-keeper, "with a view to sav- 
ing the man's life, started ufter him to 
give him the word, but before be could 
overtake the stranger eight or ten of 
the boys had seen him and were follow- 
ing him doggedly down the street in 
single tile. The man with t he silk hat 
may have noticed the procession, hut it 
is probable that he had no idea of. its 
significance. He stopped in n little 
store for a few minutes, and while he 
tarried there the crowd on the outside 
increased. When he emerged once 
more the boys fell into line and resumed 
their march, gathering recruits at al- 
every step, until finally thero -were 
twenty or thirty of the gang in the 
procession. By this Lime the stranger 
began to understand that something 
was the matter either with hitn or the 
town, and he darted into a little jewelry 
store, pretending that he wanted to set 
his watch. The boys came to a halt on 
the sidewalk and Vncvd the store. The 
jeweller, whose stock- consisted princi- 
pally of revolvers and other shooting 
irons, looked inquisitively at bin caller 
and then at the throng in front. 
Thinking it a good opportunity to Hay 
something, the travelling man ob- 
served: 

"You have a nice town here, but can 
you tell me why these men arc follow- 
ing me around." 

"1 fun,'' said the storekeeper laconic- 
ally; "they're after that hat."

''That plug- They don't allow 'em 
here, sir. Never been here before!" 

"Never," gasped the man. 

"Well, now, look here," said the jew- 
eller. "The boys are a little full of 
fun to-day, and they might make 
things uncomfortable for you. I'll just 
escort yon up to the hotel and intro- 
duce you to some of them as my friend. 
Then you put that hat away and don't 
wear it any more." 

Thanking the jeweller, the stranger 
walked out arm in arm with him, the 
boyn falling in behind and following 
them to tin.- hotel. On entering the 
barroom the jeweller calLd one of the 
boys to one side, and said: "This is 

Mr. E , a friend of mine from the 

Slates." The -'hoy 1 ' seized bin: by the 
hand with a grip that brought tears to 
his eyes, and said: 

"I'll take turpentine." 

Others crowded up and were intro- 
duced, each one smiling a sickly sort of 
smile, but looking unfurgi vingly at the 
hat. All agreed that they would nave 
to have something, and quietly urged 
the stranger up toward the bar, on 
..which the innkeeper had placed the 
bottle the minute the first speaker had 
"nominated his medicine." When once 
thev were all arranged in front of the 
bar, with glasses in hand, the hat sud- 
denly slipped from the head of the 
wearer, assisted by a cowboy in the 
rear, and, in less time than it takes to 
tell it, a ring was formed around tho 
offending article, and a score of revol- 
vers «T' e blazing away at it.

They would have shot it 
off, and you would have been lucky if 
you had escapeil with a wholo skull, for 
some of the boya are a little wild in 
their shooting." 

While the boys >vero still holding 
high carnival over their drinks and the 
hat, a hard looking customer, whom 
few in Che crowd seemed to know, 
catae inland elbowing his way Up to 
tho ha.-, seized the bottle and look a 
a long pull from its nozzle, disdaining 
to use a glass. One of the hoys mado 
a prolans remark to the effect that the 
nowcome was a hog from Uogsville 
and teototnlly unlit to associate with 
gentlemen. Quicker than a Hash tho 
man, known as Babe Williams, had his 
self-cocking revolver raised and ready 
for business. 

"Take that back!" he roared to the 
cowboy who had insulted him. 

"Never!" said the latter, with an 
oath. 

Interest in the proceedings was re- 
viving. The rest of tho boys stood 
around, their faces revealing the enthu- 
siasm which they foil. 

Williams was very much in earnest. 
With finger on trigger he yelled: "I'll 
give you one minuts to take thai hack." 
Tho cowboy sto^-ii with folded arms, 
unmoved, bis gray eyes fixed on his 
enemy. There was a huge revolver in 
his belt, but a movement of the hand 
toward the weapon meant death. 

"1 ant not afraid of you," lie said, 
"you cannot kill me without killing 
yourself at the same time." 

"How's that?" asked Williams, 

"Because there's a man behind y >u 
who has got the drop on you, And 

V.' hell " 

Before the cowboy finished tho son 
tenet) Williams had turned quickly on 
his imaginary foe in tho rear, and with 
a movement like lightning thn'cowboy 
bad his revolver in hand and was tiring 
into Williams in a way that seemed 
very wasteful, to say the least, for tho 
first shot pierced his brain and must 
have killed him instantly. No idea of 
tho rapidity with which this was done 
can he given in any mere narration of 
the fact. It was done and over with 
like a flash, and as tho hoys ringed 
themselves alongside the oar once more, 
the dead runn at their feel, there was a 
genera! inquiry if any more men wore 
present who wanted to drink from the 
bottle 

By tho time the dance opened the 
boys were in a pronounced state of 
exaltation. The dance was held in the 
rear room of a saloon, and while one- 
half danced the other half drank. 
There were not more than six women 
present at any one time, and several 
men were selected to assume the role 
of women for the occasion, and they 
were distinguished from the others by 
a cheap tire-red ribbon worn on the 
left arm. The music was furnished by 
two men, one playing a cracked violin, 
and the other a prodigious bass violin 
with two or threo bullet holes in its 
sides. 

The dancing wont on natinfactorily, 
though boisterously, until gome time after 
midnight, and tho old citizens of the town I 
were congratulating themselves that tho 
boys wero going to have aquiut night of 
it when, all of a sudden, they wuro startled 
from their ballroom reverie) by two idiuts 
in rapid succession in tho ballroom. The 
music had ceased and all hands rushed to 
the scene. Tho bass violin man, 
a hard looking fellow, was stand- 
ing on a stool with a big revolver in 
each han& daring the man who had li rod 
a shot into his instrument to show him- 
self. Nearly every man and woman in 
tho room had a knife or pistol in hand. 
The proprietor of the place, with a Win- 
cheater rdle in his hand , pushed through 
the crowd to tho side of tho bass violinist, 
and learned from him that two bullets 
had been tired into his instrument by 
somebody in tho room, and that ho did 
not prouose to stand any mure fooling. 
Each shot, after passing through tho 
shell of the bass violin, had hit a dancer i 
causing painful wounds. The proprietor 
had just succeeded in calming the musi- | 
cian when one of the men who had boon 
shot stepped up and offered to fight the 
man who did the shooting with revolvers, 
Winchesters, knives or fists, just as he 
pleased. This caused great excitement, 
but as no ono appeared to take up the 
gauntlet, dancing was resumed. 

Toward morning two of tho men got 
into a. quarrel over a question of etiquette 
and exchanged shots, doing some damage 
to two by-6tanders, but not hurting each 
other. 

With these exceptions the dance passed 
off pleasantly, and to-day the town is aa 
quiet as a burying ground.

TO RECULATE THE ELECTION OF A 
rVjAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR THE 
CITY OK VICTORIA FOR THE YEAR 

1884. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for the Election of a 
Mayor and Municipal Councillors for the 
City of Victoria for tho year 1884. 

And whereas in pursuance of the Act 
passed 12th May, 1883, intitulod an Act 
to amend the "Municipality Act, 1881," 
the Municipal Council of tho City of Vic- 
toria passed a unanimous resolution in- 
creaajng the number of Councillors to nine 
exclusive of the Mayor, namely, three 
Councillors for Johnson Streot Ward, 
threo Councillors for Yates Street 
Ward, and throe Councillors for .lames 
Bay Ward. 

Bo it onneted by tha Mayor and Council 
of tho Corporation of the City of Victoria 
as follows: 

1. The nomination of Candidates for 
the respective offices of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors of tho City of Victoria shall take 
place at tho City Council Chambers, 
Douglas street, 

2. In case a poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the El iction of Mayor the vote of 
the Electors shall bo takon by Ballot at 
the City Council Chambers aforesaid. 

3. In case a poll shall bo demanded at 
tho Election of Councillors for any Ward 
in this City, the vote of tho Electors on- 
titled to veto in such Ward shall bo taken 
at the following places, that is to say: 

In Johnson Street Ward, the City Coun- 
cil Chambers. 
In Yutea Street Ward, tho Polico Barracks, 

Bastion Streot. 
In James Bay Ward, tho old Council 
Chatubern, at tho coiner of Govern- 
ment and Bro'ughton streets. 
Tho nomination shall bo hold on the 
second Monduy in January, 1884, from 
12 o'clock noon to 2 o'clock p.m , and the 
polling, if any, on the Thursday follow- 
ing from 10 o'clock a . m to 4 o'clock p.m. 

Sections G7 and 08 of the Bylaw known 
as the Municipal Eloctions Regulation 
and Ballot Aot, 1876, and the schedules 
thereto so far as tho same are applicable 
shall bo road with and form part of this 
Bylaw. 

This Bylaw may bo cited as The Muni- 
cipal Elections Bylaw, 1884.

When British Columbia had reason to 
be dissatisfied with the treatment sho ro- 
ceived through the laches of Canada in 
respect of tho terms uf union; when busi- 
ness languished nnd real estate had be- 
come valueless in consequence of Canada's 
bad faith, and when people were almost 
ruined, they appealed to England to com- 
pel the Dominion tokeep its engagements, 
hi that emergency the press of Manitoba, 
of ull newspapers in Canada, were the 
moat offensive and brutal in their argu- 
ments. The people of this province were 
held upas ungrateful, rebellious and can- 
tankerous rowdies. Their threats to 
socedo wero derided. They were told thai 
they were a burthen to Canada and they 
were invited to go if they wished. Among 
the six provinces British Columbia found 
not one to hack Iter demands and sny that 
national honor demanded that justice 
should be done. She was left to tvu^eher 
battlo singlehanded, and Manitoba, as 
has been remarket!, was the most un- 
sympathetic. !?ho was enjoying a great 
boom in landed property. Railway works 
were inactive progress, money was plen- 
tiful, groat schemes for provincial de- 
velopment wore afoot, and the Manitobans, 
absorbed in gigantic 'operations, bad no 
sympathy to bestow on their unfortunate 
sister. It mattered not if the people of 
liritish Columbia were deprived of 
their fair share of railway expendi- 
ture so long as thti portion that 
should have been ours fell to Mnn'toba. 
A. few short years of prosperity and the 
scone has changed. Manitoba is in trou- 
ble and British Columbia is looking up. 
The despised Pacific province litis arranged 
her differences with the Dominion. It 
has not got all it was entitled to, but the 
fight is over and the country that Mani 
toba a little while gibed and sneered 
at is growing well-to-do. An her ad- 
vantages of climate and resources become 
more widely known abroad she will he- 
como populous and powerful. Manitoba, 
on the other hand, is in a had way.

To British Co- 
lumbia! At thu sitting of the farmer's 
convention on Thursday twont the. speak- 
ers suggested the secession of Manitoba, 
the North-west Territory and British 
Columbia and the formation of a 
new confederacy si retching from Lake 
Superior to the l'acitic ocean. Another 
speaker, who expressed the same views, 
recalled the secession agitation in British 
Columbia and claimed that through that 
agitation this province had obtained 
"bettor terms." Everyone here will 
smile at that assertion. .So far from hav- 
ing got hotter terms the province after 
nine years of "secession agitation" has 
had to tuke worse terms in 18815 than she 
was offered in 1874. Manitoba and the 
northwest are big enough and strong 
enough to settle their own grievances 
with Canada. People hereabouts are in- 
clined to think that instead of having had 
too few, they have had altogether too many 
favors from the Ottawa government; and 
as for seceding, she but raves. Manitoba 
has got to bear with troubles which are 
other oh n creation and must put up 
with hard times until better days shall 
dawn. British Columbia had to do that 
and bear the sneers., ridicule and abuse 
of the Manitoban press as well. At pres- 
ent she is happy, contented and prosper- 
ous; and if Manitoba ami the Northwest 
go out of the Dominion they will not 
drag this province with them. British 
Columbians will stand loyally by thu con- 
federation. They have made a bargair. 
and will stick to it, and if misunderstand- 
ings should again occur the fault will not 
bo theirs. We hope that an early op- 
portunity will be taken to show the im- 
petuous orators of the boundless prairies I 
in convention assembled that should thoy 
look for assistance from this quarter in 
furtherance of their seditions designs they 
will be disappointed. There is no seces- 
sion or annexation feeling here.

There is something peculiars gad about 
the decline of Virginia City. The story 
of its rise and character in job per o as 
days, reads like a brilliant flight uf 
imagination. No other city in t,o world 
was ever like it. Its business, itswealth, 
its prodigality, its wickedness- uch in 
its way was peculiar. And the deflation 
which now so contrasts with the rus\ and 
glitter of the palmy time, is a desolation 
the like of which has never been sod on 
the American continent. Eight years (go, 
Virginia City and Gold Hill, adjoimig 
each other and practically one tow n, h\d 
115,000 population. It was tho largett 
community between Denver and Sai 
Francisco. There wero merchants doing 
business with a million capital. There 
wero private houses that cost 8100,000 to 
build and furnish. There were stamp 
mills and mining machinery that cost 
8oOO,000 each. There wero threo daily 
newspapers, and a hotel that cost §300,- 
000. It was a teeming, busy and money 
making population, and among the people 
wero a Bcoro or more of men worth from 
iviOO.OOO to i?:50,000,000. Mackay and 
Fair both lived, there. There were three 
banks, a gas company, a water company, 
a splendid theatre and a costly court 
house. Eight years have passed and the 
the town is a wreck. Tho 35,000 people 
have dwindled down to 5,000. The bunks 
have retired from business. The mer- 
chants have closed up and left; tho hotel 
is abandoned; the gas company is bank- 
rupt, and scores of costly residences have 
either been taken to pieces and moved 
away or given over to bats. Heal estate 
cannot bo given away for taxes. Nothing 
can be sold (hat will cost its worth to move 
away. The rich men have all gone away. 
Those who remain are the miners, their 
superintendents, and thu saloon men and 
thu saloon men and gamblers. Tho latter 
are usually the first to come to a mining 
town and tho last to leave. 

The cause of this decadence which has 
swallowed up millions of capital and 
wrecked the lordly ambition of thousands 
of persons, is the failure of tho Comstock 
mines to turn out additional wealth. The 
mines are worked out, and too question 
of .heir total abandonment is deferred for 
a brief time. They aro now dovelopud to 
a depth of about 3.500 k foet and nothing 
further of value has been found. They 
aro down to as great a depth as human 
nervo and muscle and lungs can labor in 
tho bowels of the earth. At that depth 
the cost of operation is greater than the 
yield of average gold and silver ore would 
repay even if it wero found, and the time 
is near at hand when evon tho bonanza 
kings, if not the public, will tire of further 
fruitless and costly search. But the 
Cumstook mineral lode has a groat history 
and ono that will always take high tank in 
the history of the precious metals. Since 
its discovery in 1800 thero hnvo been 
taken from that ono vein in a space of loss 
than 3000 lineal feet, no less than §285,- 
000,000 of gold and silver and oi this 
something like §110,000,000 came from 
the Bonanza mines alone — the last to be 
discovered. It does seem strange that, 
the last deposit should have been found 
the largest and richest, and that then the 
end should have come; but that is one of 
the mysteries of mining which lead such 
fascination to tho pursuit, 

Of those who found and brought to tho 
world's wealth the increaso of §285,000,- 
000, how many are there who have retain- 
ed their proportion, or have now a 
competence I Exclude Flood, Mackay, 
Fair and Sharon from tho list, and those 
who havo preserved the fortunes made 
on the Comstock may be counted on one's 
fingers. But the millions upon millions 
that have been sunk in tho whirlpool of 
speculation are almost incalculable. Sail 
Francisco is tu-uay full of financial, moral 
and physical wrecks, thrown upon tho 
shores of fate by the treachery of the great 
Comstock, and the illusive hopes of the 
gambling multitude. And we need not 
go from our own city to see blighted men 
who owe their ruin to the stock cruzo. 
When eight years ago mining millionaires 
were co u n tod by scores, scarce half a 
dozen exist to-day. Some are reduced to 
a bare competence; others have had to go 
to work for a living; others have lost all 
and gono to ruin; a few fill suicides' 
graves, and at least ono is a drunkard in 
the gutter. So much for wealth that 
comes suddenly from the ground and 
enriches thoso who aro fitted neither by 
nature, education nor habit to make 
rational use of it.

Tho results of tho analysis are given in 
the following table. Four ounces of each 
article wore examined. 

In half tho samples no trace of tin or 
any such metal or metallic compound was 
delected. In tho other half, an uttorly 
insignificant tr.ico of something — possibly 
tin — showed itself, a quantity so minute 
that twenty times a* much, even if oc 
earring as the moat soluble compound of 
tin, 'would bo absolutely harmless to any 
person. 

The suspicion that cannod foods may do 
harm by reason of tho tin in thorn, dis- 
solved from the tin cans in which they 
are preserved, is without good founda- 
tion.

be met with in canned, than in uncanned 
articles of diet. Once moro, almost every 
article of food, even in its best condition 
is harmful to just one perBi-n in many 
thousands. Lobsters must h.- nvnidod by 
some people, veal by others; to ono man I 
well know, oatmeal is un uoluul poison, 
and so on. Food, canned or uncanned, is 
equally harmful in these raro cases. Last- 
ly, neither tho process of canning nor the 
can itself communicates anything in the 
faintest degree deleterious to the canned 
food. As to the process, it simply con- 
sists in boiling out the air from tho tins, 
tho re-entry of air being pro- 
vented by the closing of the 
can. And with n-jj.ircl to tho can or 
tiu itself, like tin saucepans and tin cook- 
ing utensils gc.tariu'y, it i» made of ordi- 
nary tinned iron. 1 have analysod every 
article of canned food sold by Messrs. E. 
LAZENBY AND SON, and I have not 
found a significant trace of tin in any ono 
of them — salmon, lobsters, oysters, trir- 
dines, lobster paste, salmon paste, bloater I 
paste, potted bouf, polled tongue, potted 
"iStniaburg," potted ham, luncheon 
tongue, tomatoes, apricots, pears, peaches. 
If excessively sour fruit or pickled food 
were over canned, aorue tin might possibly 
bo dissolved from the can. But even then 
the fu;ul would have a nasty matallic taste 
long before sufficient tin wero dissolved 
in, say, a quarter of a pound, to form 
even a medicinal d"8u, whiie of small 
particles or shots of tin a person might 
swallow an ounce without either good or 
harm ensuing. 

Food preserved in tin cans is just aa 
harmless and just as nutritious as the cor- 
responding uncanned food, and, a3 a rule, 
is now, and is likely to remain, more 
economical.

EUROPE. 
Paris, Doc. 21. — During tho Tonouin 
debate in the Senate the Due Do Broglio 
said ho would vote against tho credit be- 
cause ho thought thu present, an inoppor- 
tune moiuont to launch war against China, 
j Franco was surrounded by monarchies 
hostile to a republican form of govern- 
ment and it behoved her to bo prudent at 
home and abroad. He implored tho 
Senate not to leavo a door open for for- 
eign interference. Gen. Oamporon re- 
plied that France wits strong' enough lo 
bring two policies, colonial and continen- 
tal to the front. The former must bo 
subordinated to the latter. Now that the 
expedition to Tonquin accords with that 
condition he and his colleagues were in 
perfect agreement. Admiral Tauregu- 
berry insisted that her credit be voted or 
that Franco abandon her influence in Chi- 
nese possessions. If she should abandon 
Tonquin sho would surrender 400,000 
Christians to butchery. China will ac- 
cept France's proposals. If she does not 
Franco can wage a successful warlike that 
of 1800 without blockading the Chinese 
ports or ignoring tho rights of neutrals. 
Ho refused to believe in tho ill will of 
England. Sho could only gain by the 
opening up of Tonquin. 

M. Do Frcycinet urged tho government 
to firmly ask China to withdraw her troops 
from Tonquin. If sho refuses France 
must insist. 

Premier Ferry said the question was 
one of colonial preservation. Ho read a 
published dispatch from Soutay and said 
that he expected in two days to receive 
more positive news. He thou traced the 
whole history of tho Tonquin question 
and contended, "I believe our troops have 
only encountered black (lags and I ilo not 
believe that Chinese regulars have been 
seen. China doos not assumo responsi- 
bility for the nets of tho blaik flags. If 
it were otherwise it would give rise to 
many serious conflicts. Our icI tions 
with China are not broken off. Wo 
always offered China grounds for nogot - 
ation, but I cannot say here what grounds 
ivu are going to choose. In regard to thn 
mention of a neutral zone, I csn say su h 
territory does not exist. No Europei n 
cabinet has displayed discontent or ill 
will in regard to Tonquin affairs. The ex- 
planation of England and Germany in re- 
ference to thoir united action to pro- 
tect i ho lives and property of Europeans 
in China ia of a most reasoning char 
actor. 

New York, Dec. 21. — A Paris special I 
has the following details of the Bernhardt 1 
matter: Tho book of Colombier begins 
with Sarah Bernhardt in her cradlo days i 
her whole hfo through and winds up with 
a terrible soi disaut prnnlieey where Sarah | 
is represented as dying and having cut 
open her head and face from atrikiag the 
bedstead during an attack of delirium tre- 
mens. The first outcome of this abomi- 
nable work was a duel yesterday morning 
between Octavo Miraboau who wrote a 
scathing criticism of the book, and Paul 
Bonuitain who wrote a preface to tho me- 
moirs. Bonuotaiu received two slight 
wounds. The duel was begun in the 
morning by the men and was continued 
in the afternoon by the women and under 
unenviable circumstances. Bernhardt 
being told by the courts she must seek re- 
dress at law and the law could not sup- 
press the book went home. Meanwhile 
Maurice Bernhardt assuming tho respou- 
j sibility of avenging his mother's honor, 
I hastened to tho apartment of Bonnttain, 
I but finding he had already gone out to 
fight a duel with Miraboau he wont to 
I the Rue Do Thann whore Colombier re- 
I sides. "I shall not lower myself by 
striking a woman," said ho to her, "but 
I I warn you if you talk any more about 
j my mother you shall settle this affiair with 
j me." Maurice then went homo. Sarah 
j then went to Colombier's. Sarah was 
boiling over with fury and did not conceal 
what ahe meant to do. Her friends pre- 
sent, Mmo. Antonio, M. Jean, Recite- 
piro and Kirbiernhardt who knew well 
where womana anger begins, but not at all 
where it ends, also jumped into a car- 
riage and followed Sarah and found her 
face to faco with Colombier. Tho two 
women for an instant oyed each other and 
then like a hungry tlgrass Sarah sprang 
nt Colombier vociferating murderous epi- 
thets and lashed her straight across the 
faco with her horsewhip. Colombier 
shrieked with pain and rago. Sho was 
not ulone, for M. Jehan Soudan and 
Mme. De Fresnes happened to burst into 
the room to separate tlio two women; ho 
tried to suizo Sarah in his arms to hold 
her down; but at that moment M, Jehan 
Relhepin, who had just arrived behind 
Sarah, dashed open tho door and clutched 
M. Soudan by the throat. Sarah again 
sprang at Colombier lashing and cutting 
hor with tho whip. Maurice Bernhardt, 
M. Kirbenhardt and Mine, Antoine then 
arrived upon the scene of the drama. 
Colombier turnod and fled, Sarah darting 
after hor with tho rapidity of lightniug 
and lashing her with her whip. The wild 
pursuit continued, into one room und out 



of' another, nobody being able to stop 
them, Sarah and her victim jumping ovor 
caair* and tables and dashing into a thou- 
sand pieces mirrors, elageres and pictures, 
Sarah till tho time whipping Mario who 
was shrieking with path and terror. At 
last Colombier managed to cscapo by the 
servants' stairway, and Bernhardt, utterly 
exhausted, but revenged, withdrew. In 
pissing through the front door Sarah 
showed her borsowllip to a servant, say- 
ing, "Marshal Canrobert gave it to me, 
but I gave it to Mmo. Colombier as a 
souvenir." 

Eastern Canada mail. 

[Tor. North Pacific Railway.] 

Ottawa, Out., Dec. 12. — French Cana- 
dian and English Freemasons of the pro- 
vince of Quebec have for some time had 
very peculiar relations on account of tho 
lsto proclamation by tho Grand Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons of Quebec against 
the Grand Mark Lodge of England, in - 
cluding the Past Grand Master, tho 
Prince of Wales, and tlio English Mark 
Lodges in Montreal, as bdiug irregular 
and clandestine Masons, and requesting 
all chapters in tho United Slates to refuses 
to acknowledge them as Masons. The 
members of the English lodges in Mon- 
treal have for some tiuio desired a teat 
case made, in order that the question as 
to legality of the Quebec ,lodg.-a may bo 
finally disposed of, They have been ad- 
vised by prominent Queen's counsel that. 
Quebec lodges all fail under an Act reh- 
pecting seditious and unlawful associationa 
according to the consolidated statutes of 
Lower Canada. An exception was niado 
by tho Act in favor of English lodges of 
Freemasons. In ]807 an Act was passed 
extending the benefit of this exception to 
lodges constituted under tho Grand 
Lodge of Canada, but it it held that tho 
Grand Lodge of the Province of Quobe-o 
has absolutely no legal status, and as 
constituted comes undor tho Act. Load- 
ing counsel concur in thiti opinion. Tile 
matter will now come before tho courfa 
and possibly be referred to tho Privy 
Council of England.
